The Andover School of Montessori (ASM), lo- 
cated at the former St. Michael’s School build- 
ing, 180 Main St., North Andover, has announced 
the addition of a new class for the fall term.

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Construction Now Underway 
On $1 M River Road Project 


By Sue Aucella Deacon 


Drivers can expect rush-hour delays 
along River Road for the next four 
months or so, because construction 
crews this week began the first stage of 
$1 million improvements to that busy 
roadway, as approved by annual town 
meeting. 

The town last Wednesday awarded a 
$555,000 contract for the first phase of the 
project to P. Leone Construction Co. of 
Brighton, according to Principal Planner 
Nancy Jeton of the Community Devel- 
opment and Planning department. 

Leone was the low bidder among three 
bidders; the highest bid came in at $639,- 
000, Jeton said. 

The project will consist of widening 
(while improving the pavernent) about 
1,000 feet of River Road to three lanes, 
starting at the edge of the easterly 
ramps off Route 93, and continuing east 
beyond the intersection of River Road 
and Old River Road, Jeton said 

About 1,000 feet of Old River Road will 
also be improved and widened, the plan- 
ner added. New water and sewer lines 
will be installed as well. 

However, the ‘‘major focus’ of the 
work will be to re-align the intersection 
of River Road and Old River Road, so 
that Old River Road will line up with the 
proposed driveway to the Wang industri- 
al site, Jeton explained 

Leone’s crews were to begin the pro- 
ject Monday morning, and they may be 
on the job through mid-December, work 
ing from 7 a.m. to 3 p.m 

“There will be delays for motorists,”’ 


the planner said, ‘especially during the 
morning rush hour, and especially at the 
top of ramps.”’ 

Drivers traveling River Road may be 
able to use North Street as an alternate 
route — North Street will not be affected 
by the construction — but for those using 
Old River Road there is no alternative, 
she noted. Police officers will be on duty 
to help control the traffic flow. * 

After several months of collecting the 
required data, town planners are now re- 
ady to apply to the state Public Works 
department for approval to install three 
traffic lights on River Road. Funding for 
the lights will come from the $1 million 
appropriation approved by 1985 town 
meeting 

If the state DPW approves that appli

School Attendance 
Policy Revised 


Andover’s new school attendence regu- 
lations will take a leaf from Lawrence 
High’s regulations and require parents to 
call the school attendence office when 
students will be absent or late 

The regulations that require parents to 
call the school are new additions to last 
year’s policy, as stated by High School 
Principal Mary Athey Jennings during 
last week’s School Committee meeting 

The attendence policy was voted into 
effect by the School Committee during 
their meeting held on Tuesday, Aug. 15 

Failure to notify the school will result 
in the attendence clerk calling parents 
during the school day or evening. 

‘This will be much more effective in 
terms of the type of attendance we would 
like to see,’’ Assistant Superintendent 
Leslie Loomis said.

“If you get a call one day that the stu-

We were in the telegraph office last Friday morning 
when in walked a youngster with a mighty solemn face,

tragic tale he was soon to pass on to the messenger boy

Too Much Power 
Spells Disaster 


To The Editor Of The TOWNSMAN: 

Are you, as a citizen of Andover, aware of the high 
voltage surging through the electrical lines of our com- 
munity? Have you been replacing light bulbs more fre- 
quently? Have you had trouble with your toasters, 
radios, television sets, electric razors, hair dryers, sew- 
ing machines, fans, irons, etc? When you have un- 
plugged a toaster, hair dryer or electric razor has the 
cord felt warm? 

Most appliances are set for 120 volts. As a matter of 
fact, your directions in most cases advise you to use no 
higher than 120. 

I have an expensive Kodak Carousel Slide Projector in 
which three bulbs valued at $20 each have “‘blown.” Two 
of these were blown at a friend’s house on Juliette Street 
in Shawsheen. When I plugged the cord in a wall plug in 
our own house on Maple Avenue, within 20 seconds the 
bulb exploded with the sound of a pistol shot. Glass was 
scattered throughout the projector which had to be re- 
paired. The projector is 100 percent sound—no shorts—it 
will operate perfectly in Lowell where the voltage is kept 
in the 120 volt cap. No bulb manufacturer makes a bulb 
f higher voltage capacity than 120 

We have an excellent General Electric toaster oven. 
The scale is 1 to 9 for settings for toast. It is automatic 
controlled for 120 volts. My wife likes her toast dark 


brown. When she sets the dia! at 342, the toast burns, 
even catches on fire, and does not shut off automatically 
because of the higher voltage coming from the plug 


I called Massachusetts Electric on Route 114 and 
talked to two men before I reached the top executive. A 
meter man eame the next day and installed two tape 
recorders on the electric panel in our basement and 
came back five days later, the left side of the board reg- 
istered 123 volts, the right side 124+, but nothing has 


been changed 
My friend on Juliette Street, well over a mile from our 


house on Maple Avenue, tested his sockets and found the 


same high voltage as I have experienced 
A very qualified electrician has told me that voltage in 
excess of 120 volts definitely shortens not only the life of 
light bulbs, but also of all other appliances. In other 
words, they will all have to be repaired or replaced much 
more quickly and frequently 
[ have written to the chairman of the Board of Select- 
man and the Town Manager to ask them to intercede 
with Mass. Electric who can either control the voltage 
from the source or at the transformers. Don’t forget 
higher voltage poses the threat of fire in your homes 
I have also reported it to the fire department and my 
insurance agent 
We pay high enough rates for our electricity, so we 
have a right to expect safe, usable power in our homes 
George F..

Andover Schools 


Will Benefit 
From Reform Act 


If the major provisions of the recently 
passed Education Reform Act are ac- 
cepted locally (by the School Committee 
and Town Meeting), it will mean a mini- 
mum of $480,000 over the next two years 
in new educational dollars for Andover. 

The following is a list 
and brief description of 
the new monies avail- 
able to Andover: 

Salary Grants: These 
bonuses, awarded over 
the next two calendar 
years, are over and 
above existing teacher 
salaries. Communities 
and districts which 
elect to take this grant 
will receive an average of $650 per teach- 
er in 1986 and $450 per teacher in 1987. 
Allocations to individual teachers will be 
made through the collective bargaining 
process at the local level. Calendar '86: 
$216, 968; Calendar '87: $150,209. 

School Improvement fund: This is a 
direct allocation to individual school 
buildings in the amount of $10 per stu- 
dent, to be spent by a small council made 
up of the principal, teachers at the school 
and parents of school-attending children. 
Local school committees will have over- 
sight authority. Allocations will be made 
to elementary schools only in FY’86 and 
all schools in FY’87. FY’86: $24,690; 
F'Y’87 $50,160. 

Horace Mann Grants: These grants, 
totaling $2,500 times 6 percent of a dis- 
trict’s teachers in FY’87, will provide 
new opportunities for teachers to assume 
alternative educational roles, such as 
curriculum developer, mentor teacher or 
other differentiated staffing patterns. 
The designation of ‘‘Horace Mann Teach- 
ers’’ will be subject to collective bargain- 
ing. They may receive up to an 
additional $2,500 per year for such ex- 
panded roles. F Y’87: $37,968. 

Under the new law, each elementary 
school in 1986 will receive $10 per child. 
This ‘School Improvement Fund” will 
be spent by a council of teachers, paren- 
ts and the principal in ways the council 
feels will benefit learning in its own 
school. Secondary schools will be phased 
in next year 

Bancroft will receive $5,550 in 1986 and 
$5,550 in 1987; Shawsheen Early Child- 
hood will receive $3,540 in 1986 and $3,540 
in 1987; Sanborn will receive $4,100 in 
1986 and $4,100 in 1987; South will receive 
$4,030 in 1986 and $4,030 in 1987; West will 
receive $7,470 in 1986 and $7,470 in 1987; 
Doherty Junior High will receive 0 in 
1986 and $6,460 in 1987; West Junior High 
will receive 0 in 1986 and $6,510 in 1987; 
Andover High School will receive 0 in 
1986 and $12,410 in 1987. Total For And- 
over Schools: $24,690 in 1986; $50,070 in 
1987. 

In addition, there are numerous grant

ic educational goals. If Andover applies 
for and receives some of this funding, the 
$480,000 figure will be substantially high- 
er. For example, state funding will be 
available for raising the minimum sala- 
ry to $18,000, early childhood education 
programs, basic skills remediation, dis- 
semination of exemplary programs, 
computer education, to name a few. 

The new law also calls for state stan- 
dards in basic skills, curriculum and tea- 
cher evaluations. Annual tests at three 
grade levels will comprise one part of a 
comprehensive analysis and comparison 
of schools and school districts by the De- 
partment of Education. The results will 
be public and lead to much more accoun- 
tability than presently exists in our 
schools 

A basic theme of this bill is stimulating 
local interest and involvement in educa- 
tion. Rather than imposing broad man- 
dates, the bill seeks to give communities 
tools to improve their schools. 

Whether or not many provisions are 
implemented locally will depend on citi- 
zen support. Therefore, I hope those who 
care about our schools will become fa- 
miliar with this bill. I am always inter- 
ested in your comments on this or any 
other issue.
